I Here it is oꝛdeined and pꝛoulded, by a ſtatute made and eſtabliſhed in 
A ſthe Parliament holden at weſtminſter, the eyght day of June, in 
19H, || the twentie and eyght yeereof the reigne of the Queenes Maieſties 


that the pꝛices of al kinde of ndines(that istoſay)ofthe Tonne, Butte, 
Pipe, Punchion, Hoglhed, Tyerſe, Barrell, Nundlet, when it ſhould 
Ave ſolde in groſſe, ſhould be limitted and declared by the Loꝛd Chaun⸗ 
f celloꝛ of England, Loꝛd Treaſozer of England, Loꝛd Pzeſident of the 
1 &|| ſaide Kinges moſt honozable Counſell, Loꝛd Pꝛiuie Seale, and the 
two chieke Juſtices of either Bench, oꝛ fine,foure oꝛ thꝛee ot them: And 
| that the ſame ſhould be ſolde accoꝛding to the lame pꝛices ſo by them ſet &tared , vpon paine and penaltie 
tonteyned in the ſaid Act: Foꝛaſmuch as the Loꝛd Reper ofß great Seale of England, the Loꝛd Trea- 

ſoꝛer of England, and the two Lo2d chiefe Juſtices, foꝛ diuers conſiderations them mouing, and accoꝛ⸗ 

ding to the effect and meaning ofthe ſaid Statute and Acte, haue in waiting by their deliberate aduices, 
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1 bpon conference had with ſundꝛy perſons thereto requilite, taxed, limitted, aſſigned and appointed, the 
| | pꝛices of Gaſcoigne and French wines, to be ſolde within this her Highneſle Realme (foz this yeere fol- 
lowing:) that is to ſay, Euery Tonne of the beſt Gaſcoigne and French wines to be ſolde (the ſeller bea- 
| ring all the charges due and payabletoher Maieſtie in her Luſtomehouſe) after the pꝛite and rate of 


ri.li.xiii.8. iiii.d. ſterling, and not aboue : (the buyer bearing all the ſaide charges) after the pꝛice and 
rate of ir. li. ſterling the Tonne, and not aboue. And euery Pipe,Yoglſhed,Tyerſe,Barrell,RKundlet,and 
other veſſels of the ſame ſeuerall wines to be ſolde in groſſe after their quantities, accozding to theſame 
rateg a not aboue. And euery Tonne of Nochel x other ſmall a thinne wines to be ſolde the ſeller bearing 
al charges due a payable to her Maieſtie in her Cuſtome houle)after the pꝛice and rate ofix.li.xiii.g.iui.d. 

3 ſterling the Tonne ⁊ not aboue: and the buyer bearing the ſaid charges, at vii. li. ſterling the Tonne, and 

not aboue: and euery Pipe, Hogſhed, Tyerte, Barrell, Rundlet x other veſſels ofthe ſame ſcuerall wines, 
to belolde in groſle after their quantities, accoꝛding to the tame rates. and not aboue. The Queenes moſt 
excellent Maieſtie therefoꝛe ſtraightly chargeth, commaundeth all a ſinguler her louing Subiects and 
others, putting any maner Gaſcoigne, French, Nochel, oz other ſmall oz thinne wines to ſale, within 
this her highneſſe Realme, that they ne any of them in any maner of wiſe, by any craft, couen, oꝛ pꝛiuate 
agreement, ſhall ſell any Gaſtoigne, French, Rochel, oꝛ other ſmall oz thinne wines, otherwiſe then is a- 
boue ltmitted, ypon paine to foꝛfaite and paye ſuch penalties, as be conteyned and expꝛeſſed in the ſaide 
Statute, oꝛ in any other Statute made oz oꝛdeyned foꝛ the ſame. And moꝛeouer her highneſſe pleaſure 
and commaundement is that all and ſinguler Maioꝛs, Sherifes, Bailifes, Conſtables, and other Offi- 
cers, to whom it apperteyneth, that they and euery ol them with diligence, cauſe and ſee, that this her 
pꝛoclamation be put in due execucion after the tenure ofthe tame: And alſo accoꝛding to an other Acte of 
Parliament eſtabliſhed in the Parliament abouerehearſed,againſt ſuch as wil refuſe to ſell their wines 
at pzicestared as is afozeſaid, as they will anl were thereto at their perils. Neuen at our Mannoꝛ of 
Richemonte the rritit.day of Rouember, in the xxi. peere ol our reigne.
